Home Svorse’ in 
new CQC report 


A CARE home that helps 
dementia sufferers in New¬ 
market has been urged to 
improve after getting a ‘re¬ 
quires improvement’ rating 
by the Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion (CQC). 

Kingfisher House in St Fa¬ 
bians Close did not meet the 
standards of care, effective¬ 
ness, safety, responsiveness 
or leadership - which, in 
terms of ratings, was worse 
than last year. 

The service has four 
separate units and can ac¬ 
commodate up to 91 older 
people, some of whom may 
have been diagnosed with 
dementia. 

The report said: “We iden¬ 
tified two breaches which

were meeting nutritional 
and hydration needs and 
staffing. The provider sent 
us an action plan follow¬ 
ing the inspection telling us 
what they had done to make 
the required improvements. 
However, at this inspection 
we still had significant con¬ 
cerns about staffing levels 
and felt they were not al¬ 
ways appropriate to peo¬ 
ple’s needs or sufficient to 
provide timely, personalised 
care to people.” 

The report did state that 
since its last inspection in 
2016, the home had made a 


number of improvements, 
such as cleanliness and at¬ 
mosphere. iPads had also 
been provided for feedback. 

But the inspector identi¬ 
fied that staffing levels fluc¬ 
tuated too much, which af¬ 
fected patient care. 

A spokesman for Kingfish¬ 
er House care provider Four 
Seasons Homes said that the 
service was “encouraged” 
that the report noted a num¬ 
ber of improvements. 

The company did accept 
that staff are kept busy and 
do not have as much time to 
meet other residents’ needs. 

The group added that the 
service is reviewing how they 
deploy staff in different units 
of the home to improve care.

Love gets the 
go-ahead for 
US challenge 

ALLEGED computer hacker Lauri 
Love has been given the go-ahead to 
challenge his extradition to the US. 

Authorities in America have 
been fighting for Mr Love, who has 
Asperger's syndrome, to face trial on 
charges of cyber-hacking, which his 
lawyers say could mean a sentence 
of up to 99 years in prison if he is 
found guilty. 

The 32-year-old, who lives with his 
parents near Newmarket in Suffolk, is 
alleged to have stolen huge amounts 
of data from US agencies, including 
the Federal Reserve, the US Army, 
the Department of Defence, Nasa 
and the FBI in a spate of online 
attacks in 2012 and 2013. 

His solicitors, Kaim Todner, 
announced in a statement yesterday 
that they had obtained permission 
for Mr Love to appeal against 
extradition. Mr Love has previously 
said that he would rather end his 
own life than be subject to the US 
justice system. 

No date has yet been set for the 
challenge, which will be heard at the 
High Court in London. 

His lawyer, Karen Todner, said 
in the statement: "The reason 
permission has been granted is that 
the High Court acknowledge that the 
grounds raised some issues of great 
importance. We are delighted for 
this news for Lauri and will continue 
to do everything we can to ensure 
prevention of his extradition to USA."

A MAN landed a Guinness 
World Record for the fastest 
marathon carrying a house¬ 
hold appliance on Sunday. 

Ben Blowes, 44, from Ga- 
zeley, near Newmarket, com¬ 
pleted the 26.2-mile London 
Marathon with a tumble dry¬ 
er on his back for the Racing 
Welfare charity. 

The father of two beat the 
record by a minute and 23 
seconds, finishing the course 
in 5 hours, 58 minutes and 
37 seconds. 

Ben, a roofer, said: “I’m 
quite surprised actually. I 
really, seriously thought it 
had gone at around the 20- 
mile mark. I slowed so much 
between 13 to 20 miles, my 
head was going a little bit 
and I thought I’d lost it - but 
I managed to get my head 
back together and picked up 
pace. 

“I’ve trained a year for this 
event and it’s been really, re¬ 
ally tough. There’s no way I 
would have been able to pull 
off the six miles as fast as I 
did, but I do like to set a chal¬ 
lenge and I believe that if you 
set an achieveable challenge

that you work for, you can 
get it.” 

Ben ran the race after 
competing in Special Forces 
- Ultimate Hell Week last 
year. The BBC series features 
athletes enduring weeks in 
blistering heat with special 
forces instructors in South 
Africa. 

His Guinness World Re¬ 
cord title is the fastest mara¬ 
thon carrying a household 
appliance, which has to 
weigh 25 kilos and be built 
like a fridge or tumble dryer.

Throughout his training, 
which included running in 
the Cambridge Half Mara¬ 
thon, Ben had not managed 
to reach past 15 miles while 
carrying the appliance - but 
was always confident that he 
would finish under the six- 
hour record. 

Ben admitted however 
that he had no choice but to 
make an emotional farewell 
to the dryer after the race. 

“I’ve had to throw the 
tumble dryer in the skip,” he 
said. “It was gutting. At the 
end of the race, I physically 
had to get it off. I could bare¬ 
ly walk, so I said my good¬ 
byes and binned it. 

“It’s a shame, but I don’t 
need it any more - I want to 
move on to the next thing.” 

When asked what the next 
challenge might be, he re¬ 
plied: “I don’t know, to be 
honest with you. 

“There’s a record for the 
fastest marathon pulling a 
Mini car and it stands at 19 
hours. I’d like to think I can 
beat 19 hours. I’d have to do 
it on a running track and run 
104 laps. 

“I probably won’t make 
any decisions yet - maybe 
in a week or two, but it’ll be 
something no doubt.” 

Ben’s efforts have raised 
more than £7,000 for Rac¬ 
ing Welfare, which supports 
people involved in, or who 
have worked in, the thor¬ 
oughbred horseracing and 
breeding industry.

Do not forget 
the Dominions 

SO, Theresa May has called a snap 
election - an obvious move if Brexit 
is to go through without undue 
obstruction. 

However, the issue of good faith 
on the part of the UK towards its 
former partners in the old Dominions 
remains unresolved. 

Australians, Canadians, New 
Zealanders and other "subjects of the 
Queen" are still treated as foreigners 
when they return to what used to 
be for many the Motherland, until 
Britain dumped us all in favour of 
Europe. 

Ms May forgets that many citizens 
of the Queen's realms are domiciled 
in the UK and have a vote, as do 
many people with relatives and 
friends in these former British 
nations. It is about time Britain 
undertook to resolve this situation 
now.

PLANS have been submitted 
for a new medical facility in 
East Cambridgeshire. 

The application has been 
prepared for East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
on behalf of Staploe Medi¬ 
cal Centre in Soham, which 
aims to move to the facility. 

The proposed scheme in 
the Eastern Gateway area 
hopes to deliver about 2,215 
square metres of floorspace, 
a pharmacy and a car park. 

The centre’s current build¬ 
ing in Brewhouse Lane is 
considered by the provider 
as “a dated, low-quality 
building” which “fails to 


meet the requirements of a 
modern healthcare centre”. 

In addition, the car park 
will include 101 parking 
spaces, including six spaces 
for disabled drivers, a pick¬ 
up/drop-off area, and provi¬ 
sion of secure staff and pa¬ 
tient cycle spaces. 

A spokesman for property 
agency GVA, which submit¬ 
ted the application, said:

“Staploe has considered 
various options for expan¬ 
sion of the existing building 
but the application site rep¬ 
resents an excellent oppor¬ 
tunity to deliver expanded 
and improved healthcare 
services to existing and fu¬ 
ture residents.”

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Corrie landfill search 
edging nearer to end

POLICE searching for missing 
serviceman Corrie McKeague 
have identified landfill rub¬ 
bish from the same time period 
when the 23-year-old vanished. 

Officers have been searching 
through waste at the site in Mil- 
ton, Cambridgeshire for around 
two months. 

Corrie has been missing after 
a night out in Bury St Edmunds 
last September and it is feared 
his body may have been taken 
to the site with waste. 

Speaking about the search, 
mum Nicola Urquhart posted 
on Facebook: “I pray we get 
some news this week. Police 
had been finding rubbish dated 
back to the September 10, so are 
now concentrating efforts at the 
entrance they have made to the 
cell they are searching. 

“Although other inquiries are 
still ongoing, the other vehicle 
in the horseshoe after the bin 
lorry has still not been ruled out 
but the search is taking absolute 
precedence. Details were passed 
weeks ago to police to try to as¬ 
sist with the final identification 
police are asking for, they have 
not completed these inquiries 
as yet. 

She said: “There is still a huge 
amount of rubbish to search, 
potentially a further four weeks. 
We now know that the process 
that’s been carried out would 
not prevent Corrie, (or your 
child) ending up in the landfill. 
We also do not know, and with¬ 
out finding Corrie, we will never

have a hope of knowing if some¬ 
one is responsible for what’s 
happened. 

Mrs Urquhart said: “We do not 
know what police action will be 
after this. There will be a review 
but we are not being given much 
more information at this time.” 

Corrie was last seen on CCTV 


walking into a refuse loading 
bay in Bury St Edmunds on Sep¬ 
tember 24 at 3.25am. 

Detectives fear Corrie, from 
Fife, Scotland, was picked up 
by a bin lorry and his body was 
dumped in a landfill site. 

The task was estimated to 
take 10 weeks as officers raked

though waste eight metres deep 
(26ft), covering around 920 sq m 
(9,902 sq ft), at the Milton dump. 

Meanwhile, Mrs Urquhart 
said she is “absolutely amazed” 
Corrie has not been uncovered 
in the landfill yet - causing her 
to doubt whether the 23-year- 
old will be found in the site. 


County to host the entire 
route of tour's Stage Six 


MP welcomes reforms as 
horse race levy enforced 


NEWMARKET and Aldeburgh will 
host the Suffolk stage of a British 
cycling tour in September. 

Stage Six of the OVO Energy 
Tour of Britain will take place 
entirely in Suffolk, heading from 
Newmarket to the finish in the 
centre of Aldeburgh, on the Suffolk 
coast. 

The event itself is described as 
a premier road cycling event that 
gives cycling fans the opportunity 
to see the world's best teams and 
riders competing on their door step. 

Jill Korwin, director of Forest 
Heath District Council, said: 
"Newmarket is one of Suffolk's 
defining towns and we are thrilled 
that Stage 6 will be starting here. 

"The Tour of Britain is a perfect 
saddle to saddle match for the 
international home of horseracing, 
as both present elite levels of 
sporting achievement. 

"West Suffolk has a strong cycling 
culture, and we look forward to 
welcoming visitors and residents 
to take part in all kinds of cycling 


opportunities being held around 
the tour." 

Among the towns who can look 
forward to welcoming the world's 
top professional cyclists during the 
183km stage this September are 
Mildenhall, Bury St Edmunds, Eye, 
Framlingham and Woodbridge. 

Abdul Razaq, Suffolk County 
Council's director of public health 
and protection, said: "It will be 
a much-loved fixture in Suffolk's 
summer calendar. 

"It is an event for everyone from 
cycling fans to families and school 
children. 

"Whether you watch the race at 
the start, finish or along the route it 
will be a great day." 

Suffolk has hosted starts or 
finishes of the tour on four 
occasions since 2010, but this will 
mark the first time that the county 
has hosted the entire route of a leg 
within its borders. 

The event will take place from 
Sunday, September 3 until Sunday, 
September 10. 


TOWN MP Matthew Hancock 
has welcomed plans to reform 
the horse race betting levy in 
the UK. 

This comes after the plans 
to charge all betting firms - 
including those offshore - a 10 
per cent levy on profits made 
from British horse races came 
into force yesterday, following 
approval by the European 
Commission. 

Sports Minister Tracey Crouch 
said the move would make 
sure "gambling firms pay a fair 
return" to the sport of horse 
racing. 

Mr Hancock said: "After a 
six-year long campaign, the 
reforms to the Horseracing 
Levy have been signed into 
law. It's incredibly good news 
for British racing and, as the 
biggest centre of racing in the 
country, it's great news for 
Newmarket in particular. The 
levy has been changed to now 
apply to offshore businesses 


and it will create a level playing 
field amongst betting operators. 
This is a huge win for all those 
involved in racing and it will 
help the industry to further grow 
and prosper." 

The plans will apply to all 
operators which take bets on 
British racing from customers 
based in Britain. The former 
system, which was put in place 
in 1961, only requires UK-based 
betting firms to pay the levy. 

The new plan means all 
operators would have to pay 
10 per cent of the gross profits 
above the first £500,000. 

The profits will be used to 
fund prize money, equine 
welfare and veterinary science. 

In a statement on its website, 
the commission said that the 
new system would create a 
"level playing field" among 
operators. It added that its 
decision will only apply until 
the UK "ceases to become a 
member of the EU". 
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A MAN from Newmarket 
has qualified for a world 
championship triathalon 
event in Hawaii. 

Alan Bryson, 39, who 
lives in Nelson, New 
Zealand, will take part 
in the Ironman World 
Championships after

Plea to defer rail 
crossing closure 


THE closure of a level 
crossing in Newmarket 
must be deferred un¬ 
til there are more trains 
travelling from the town, 
objectors told a rail com¬ 
pany yesterday. 

Network Rail met with 
Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil and Newmarket Town 
Council representatives 
in order to consult on the 
closure of Weatherby level 
crossing. This comes after 
the crossing was one of 24 
in Suffolk put forward for 
closure to the Secretary of 
State last month. 

The meeting was attend¬ 
ed by Network Rail’s route 
managing director Richard

Schofield, Forest Heath’s 
Robin Millar and Sara Noo¬ 
nan, and town councillors 
Peter Hulbert and Rachel 
Hood. 

Cllr Millar told the News: 
“It was a constructive meet¬ 
ing with Network Rail. We 
all agreed that as more 
people move to Suffolk and 
Newmarket, more people 
use the crossings and more 
trains are needed on the 
tracks. This all adds to the 
risks. 

“However, Network Rail 
explained that being given 


the power to close the cross¬ 
ing and the act of closing it 
will not happen at the same 
time. Therefore I pressed 
them to defer any closure 
they may be granted until 
the conditions demand it - 
for example, only when we 
actually have more trains 
on the line. 

“We have a good safety 
record here and of course, 
safety remains paramount. 
Network Rail will continue 
to monitor the crossing - 
so it is important residents 
continue to use it respon¬ 
sibly.” 

He added that the meet¬ 
ing was a step in the right 
direction and that residents 


should take credit for the 
pressure they have put on 
the rail company. 

The Weatherby crossing 
is in its top 10 sites in terms 
of public response. 

Residents fear that its clo¬ 
sure would “split the town 
in half”. 

Network Rail however 
says it is working to reduce 
the level of risk that level 
crossings pose and devel¬ 
oped proposals to close or 
change the use of 130 cross¬ 
ings in East Anglia. 

If the plans to close the 
crossings are agreed by 
the Secretary of State, this 
would take place from late 
2018. 


COUNCIL 

Go-ahead for removal of High Street bunting 


NEWMARKET Town Council 
will at long last be removing 
the bunting and overhead 
electrical wires from the 
High Street. 

Councillors approved the 
proposal on Monday and 
the total cost of the work 
will be around £2,000. It 


will be carried out by local 
electrical company Cozens. 

The News has reported 
on two major events 
involving decorations in the 
High Street. The bunting 
has been up since the town 
celebrated the Queen's visit 
in November last year. 


The catenary wires - 
which supply the electricity 
- were deemed unsafe by 
the company during the 
Christmas period and will 
now be removed. 

The council had to spend 
an extra £4,000 on new 
lights for the High Street 


over Christmas to appease 
concerned residents and 
retailers in the area. 

At a town council 
meeting, councillors were 
unanimous in the proposal 
to carry out the removal 
work on the High Street 
display.

SIX of Donald Trump’s £100m 
fighter jets arrived in Suffolk 
last week. 

The F35 A-Lightning II su¬ 
personic stealth fighters have 
been stationed at RAF Laken- 
heath to boost NATO in the 
face of any potential Russian 
aggression. 

The US Air Force (USAF) 
jets are preparing to take part 
in training drills across Eu¬ 
rope. 

The jets landed at RAF 
Lakenheath on Saturday last 
week, having flown over from 
the 388th Fighter Wing at Hill 
Air Force Base in Utah. 

And their presence at the 
Suffolk base is just the begin¬ 
ning, as two squadrons of the 
fighters are set to be stationed 
there by 2021. 

As the six warplanes landed 
over the weekend, the US Air 
Force tweeted: “Next step for 
#F35 in #USAF! Great flying

Colonel van Pettus, com¬ 
mander of 48th FW, said: “We 
are honoured to welcome 
F-35A to the UK for the first 
time. 

“F-35 deployment will not 
only influence how we oper¬ 
ate here at Lakenheath but 
also how our nations operate 
together.” 

The fighter jets can travel 
at up to l,200mph and carry 
weapons including nuclear 
devices. 

They can go undetected by 
radar, allowing stealth fight¬ 
ers into areas where older 
planes would be detected. 

A US Air Force spokesman 
said: “The F-35A is a multi¬ 
role precision attack fighter 
with unmatched lethality, 
survivability and interoper¬ 
ability.” 

General Tod Wolters, USAF 
in Europe and Africa com¬ 
mander, added: “This is an 


incredible opportunity for 
USAF airmen and our NATO 
allies to host this first over¬ 
seas training deployment of 
the F-35A aircraft. 

“As we and our joint F-35 
partners bring this aircraft 
into our inventories, it’s im¬ 
portant that we train together 
to integrate into a seamless 
team capable of defending 
the sovereignty of allied na¬ 
tions. 

“RAF Lakenheath will be 
the first overseas ‘beddown’ 
location for the F-35A. 

“This deployment allows 
our pilots and maintainers to 
learn more about the Euro¬ 
pean operating environment 
and will improve our interop¬ 
erability with partners in the 
region.” 

The F-35 joint strike fighter 
is a fifth generation jet fighter 
with multiple combat roles. 

It was developed jointly by 
several NATO countries and 
is 15.7m long with a 10.7m 
wingspan, powered by a sin¬ 
gle jet engine developing 
43,0001b thrust.

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Check tyres on 
vehicles coming 
out of storage 

AS THE warmer weather 
approaches, caravans, classic 
cars, horseboxes, motorhomes 
and other vehicles will be 
coming out of winter storage for 
the first time this year. 

TyreSafe, the UK's tyre safety 
charity, is reminding owners 
to carry out tyre checks before 
hitting the road for the summer. 
Essential tyre checks: 

■ Overall condition: Give 
all tyres a thorough visual 
inspection. Remove visible 
stones and other objects 
from the tread. Cracks in the 
sidewall may mean the tyres 
are beginning to deteriorate 
and should be checked by a 
professional along with any cuts, 
cracks or bulges which could 
signify internal damage. 

■ Air pressures: Specific 
vehicle pressures can be found 
in the owner's manual or use 
TyreSafe's car and caravan tyre 
pressure calculators on www. 
tyresafe.org. 

■ Tread depth: This should be 
above the legal minimum of 

1.6mm across the central 3 A of 
each tyre's width and its entire 
circumference. Use the outer rim 
of a 20p as a guide to how close 
a vehicle's tyres are to this limit. 


Countryman is biggest Mini 
yet - in more ways than one 


O VER the past few years the 
Mini has grown out of all 
recognition and the latest John 
Cooper Works Countryman is the 
biggest yet, in more ways than one.
